ELIJAH  TO  BE  TOPIC 
OF  PASSOVER  SERMON 

Text  To  Portray  Facts  and 
Legends  on  Prophet 

“The  Prophet  Elijah,  Man,  Legend 
and  Symbol,”  is  the  title  of  the  sermon 
to  be  preached  by  Rabbi  Steinberg  on 
Friday  evening,  April  19th,  the  Sabbath 
before  Passover.  Although  the  figure  of 
Moses  usually  dominates  the  Passover 
celebration,  Jewish  tradition  has  long  asso¬ 
ciated  this  festival  season  with  the  com¬ 
pelling  personality  of  Elijah. 

The  Sabbath  before  Passover  speaks  of 
Elijah;  it  is  to  bid  Elijah  enter  that  the 
door  of  the  home  is  opened  at  the  climax 
of  the  seder  in  one  of  its  most  poetic 
moments.  The  facts,  legends  and  the  ac¬ 
ceptance  of  Elijah  as  a  symbol  of  Pass- 
over  freedom,  thus  contribute  the  subject 
of  this  pre-Passover  sermon. 

April  26th  Sermon 

On  Friday  evening,  April  26th,  the 
intervening  Sabbath  of  Passover,  Rabbi 
Steinberg  will  take  his  theme  from  the 
Passover  lesson  and  speak  on  “The  In- 
escapability  of  the  Ideal.” 

Speaking  on  the  “Grown-up  Infant,” 
on  last  Friday  evening,  the  Rabbi  pointed 
out  that  the  spiritual  lag  arising  as  a 
result  of  physical  maturity  and  intellectual 
immaturity,  was  responsible  for  many 
basic  religious  difficulties.
